London, Sept. 21.—(4:03 p. m,)—Reginald McKenna. chancellor of the exchequer," in his 


budget speech today estimated that the government's revenue for the current year would be 272,- 
000,000 pounds ($1,360,000,000), that the expenditure would reach 1,590,000,000 pounds ($7,950,000,- 
000) and that the dead weight of debt at the close of the financial year would be 2,200,000,000 
pounds ($11,000,000,000). 


Mr. McKenna proposed an addition of forty percent to the existing income tax and the tax- 


ation of all incomes of 130 pounds, ($650) or more. The present minimum is 160. 


A heavy tax on profits of manufacturers of war supplies also was proposed by the chancel- 


lor. Fifty percent of all war profits above the amount assessed for the income tax last year will 
be subjected to a special tax, which works out at sixty percent of the profits. Mr. McKenna esti- 
mated the revenue from this source in a full year at 30,000,000 pounds. 


The chancellor also proposed an increase in the duty on sugar to 9s. 4<L, ($2.24) per hundred 


weight. 


An all around increase of fifty percent in the duty on tea, coffee, chicory, tobacco, dried 


fruits and other articles was suggested ,and also an increase of 100 percent on patent medicines. 


Another source of revenue is to be an increase in postage rates, which is expected to bring 


in 4,975,000 pounds, ($24,875,000). The chancellor plans to abolish the half penny postage and to 
impose additional charges on telephone and telegraph messages.

CHURCH SOCIALS. 


We had an interesting talk Monday with Rev. Dr. J. C. Jack- 


son, in regard to the address he made at the recent. Methodist con- 
ference concerning church socials. Dr. Jackson says that he does 
not want to be understood as opposing the church social as such. 
He believes in them as a valuable adjunct to church and communi- 
ty life, but like everything else he believes they have their place 
and that they should not be abused. In some instances, Dr. Jack- 
son says, congregations have come to regard the church social as 
a means to making up deficits in pastor's salaries, and in figuring 
lip the budgets for the coming yeai, the official 
boards of some 


churches figure upon revenue from church socials as a part of the 
settled income of the church from which to meet geenral 
ex- 


penses. Thus during the past year in some church 
communities 


they were delinquent in'pastor's salary and as an excuse would 
say, "We counted upou so much money from our socials but it 
rained each time we gave one and so we dirt not realize what we 
expected." 


In these cases people donated tlio articles on sale and were 


then expected to buy them back, iu (his indirect way, apparently 
getting something for the money they were giving to religious 
work. It is this phase of the social that Dr. Jackson condemns. 
He holds that it is beneath the dignity of any man, beneath the 
dignity of religion and the church, to have to raise money for its 
legitimate expenses in this devious manner. 
"Men 
should 
be 


cshamed to give in this way. 
They should arrange to meet ex- 


penses in a straightforward manner, each giving according to his 
ability. 
Tbcn have their social gatherings, make them as bright 


and enjoyable as it is possible to do and I am sure lhat. under such 
circumstances they will be all the more appreciated by the congre- 
gation nnd its friends." 
. 


We are glad to be able to present Dr. Jackson's views 
morn 


fully than was given in the brief newspaper report of his address 
to conference and we are in hearty accord with him in his desire 
to get the problem of church finance upon a more stable basis, 
»nd at the same time not do away with 
the social 
features 
inci- 


dental to church life. As we stated once before, in many country 
communities the church social is one of tlio most important events 
of the social life of the year, bringing both members nnd non-mem- 
bers together in innocent and pleasant enjoyment. It should not 
he abandoned until something better is found to take its place.

CHURCH SOCIALS. 


We had an interesting talk Monday with Rev. Dr. J..C. Jack- 


son, in regard to the address he made at the recent Methodist con- 
ference concerning church socials. Dr. Jackson says that he does 
not want to be. understood as opposing the church social as jsuch. 
He believes in them as a valuable adjunct to church and communi- 
ty life, but like everything else he believes they have their place 
and that they should not be abused. In some instances, D,r. Jack- 
son says, congregations have come to regard the church social as 
a. means to making up deficits in pastor's salaries, and in figuring 
up the budgets for the coming year, the official 
boards of 
some 


churches figure upon revenue from church socials as a part of the 
settled income of the church from which 
to meet geenral ex- 


penses. Thus during the past year iu some church communities 
they were delinquent in pastor's salary and as an excuse would 
Kay, "We counted upon so much moey from onr socials but 
it 


rained each time we gave one and so we did not realize what we 
expected." 


In these cases people donated the articles on sale and were. 


then expected to buy them back^in.this indirect way,-apparently 
gelling something for the money they were giving to 
religions 


work. It is this phase of the social that Dr. Jackson condemns. 
lie holds that it is 'beneath the dignity of any man, _bencath 
the 


dignity of religion and the church, to have to raise money for its 
legitimate expenses in this devious manner. 
"Men 
should 
be 


cshamed to give in this way. 
They should arrange to meet ex-" 


penses in a straightforward manner, each giving according to his 
ability. Then have their social gatherings, make them as bright 
and enjoyable as it is possible to do and I am mire that under such 
oircunistnuccs they will be all the more appreciated by the congre- 
gation and its friends."

We are glad to he able to present Dr. Jackson's views 
more 


fully than was given in the brief newspaper report of his address 
to conference and we are in hearty accord with him-in his 
desire 


to get the problem of church finance upon a more stable 
basis, 


and at the same time not do away with the social features 
incU 


dental to church life. As we stated once before, iu many country 
communities the church social is one of the most important events 
of the social life of the year, bringing both members and non-mem- 
Ui-s together in innocent and pleasant enjoyment. It should not 
bo abandoned until something better is found to take its place.
